Mr. Chor is irdeed a keen col- 
lector and while others are for- 
ever chasing the missing perfora- 
tions in the current Defense 
stamps Mr. Chor has been study- 
ing his catalogue and has discov- 
ered something therein that prob- 
ably few collectors have noticed. 
As a result of what Mr. Chor 
found in his catalogue, his eagle 
eye has led him to search for 
similar stamps and rather than 
find the item as listed by Scott, 
Mr. Chor has discovered that the 
variety listed by Scott also exists 
in another value, thus adding an- 
other variety that collectors may 
search for. 

Take your Specialized Scott 
Catalogue, turn tc the listing of 
the 25c stamp of the series of 
| 1922-25, that one numbered 568. 
| Follow down the small print list- 
}ings to the end and note that 
|there are five words there which 
|read, “Perf 10 on one side.”. 

Quite simple is it not, but 
| does it tell us anything. The nat- 
jural belief would be that the 
istamp or rather the sheet might 
have had a vertical or a horizon- 
tal row of 10 perforations, least- 
wise no explanation is given for 
this odd perforated variety. 

Perhaps those experts: who 
have close associations with of- 
ficials at Washington may ferret 
ouf the reason fv these odd per- 
forated varieties for certainly 
they are freaks as is proven by 
the find of Mr, Chor. : 

Scott lists the 25c value with 
this odd perforation and now 
Mr. Chor comes forth with a new 
find, a horizontal pair of the 5c

Crash Covers Are Common

In the many years in which I 
have been interested in Air Mail 
Stamps and Covers, it has been 
my good fortune to pick up in 
various ways a number of so 
called Crash Covers, covers that 
were being flown on planes which 
had erashed or were wrecked. 
These covers usually reach one in 
a damaged or burned condition 
and are the pride of the average 
air cover collection. 

A.week ago, there came to the 
office of Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News a cover from Chicago which 
had the lower right corner en- 
tirely missing, contents partially 
burned away, yet usuable, as con- 
tents was a cheek. The cover bore 
a “Postal Marking” reading 
“Damaged by Train—August 16, 
1942.”" This cover was either in a 
wreck or the mail bag had been 
under the wheels of a train, thus 
making a cover ‘hat in my ex- 
perience is far more rare and 
unusual than the much prized 
Air Mail Crash Cover.

This dis- 
play was outstanding in that very 
few collectors have reached such 
a state of conpletion as Mr. Mc- 
Hugh enjoys. 

In the same section was Earl 
H. Wellman’s “Mail Through 
the Air” exhibit which reviewed 
the development of the U. S. 
Post Office Foreign Airmail 
system. The various frames il- 
lustrated the chronolcgical pro- 
gression of airn.ail from the Pa- 
risian Balloon Post of 1870, 
through to the present F. A. M. 
route 22 from Miami, Florida to 
Leopoldville, Belgian Congo. Co- 
vers autographed by Orville 
Wright, Jack Knight and R. O. 

This 
collection also contained one of 
the finest pair of Garden City 
Aerial Dispatch covers (dated

®get to the matter quickly, we in- 


tend to quote a few of the points 
proposed by Mr. Lybarger, in some 
cases making ‘comment on same 
and in other cases, leaving them 
as they are. The real meat of his 
paper has to do with what he 
calls, “Internal Organization.” 
Under this heading Mr. Lybarger 
says: 

‘Recognizing the natural and 
logical objectives of the Society 
and some of the projects which it 
may undertake on behalf of phil- 
ately leads us to. ask how the 
American Philatelic Society may 
best discharge its responsibilities, 
To advance we must be strong ine 
ternally. We must have the mae 
terial means necessary to answer 
the demands of the times. We 
must have an efficient and modern 
administrative setup based not 
only upon past experience but also 
upon present day needs.” 

First he takes up the matter of 
membership and points out that 
the Society should have at least 
10,000 members, whereas, less 
than 5000 is the usual status. To 
remedy this matter, Mr. Lybarger 
suggests that standards for mem- 
bership be raised, he seems to be- 
lieve that if the society will go 
“Hi-Hat” and a bit more “snooty” 
that collectors will feel more 
pride in membership and be more 
desirous of joining. At the same 
time Mr, wybarger suggests that 
the reason for low membership 
may be because we are “not hold- 
ing the interest of those who join.” 

My own personal opinion is that 
these last few quoted words are 
the key to this membership trou- 
ble, else why will so many join, 
carry their membership a year or 
two and then drop out? 

To go further, Mr. Lybarger 
says, “I have a sneaking suspicion 
that our membership fees are too 
low.” My opinion:on this matter 
is that they are far too high for 
what the member gets from the 
society. This thing of membership 
fee and service to the member ties 
up together so closely that one 
must be considered with the other, 
If you give the members five dol- 
lars worth or more you can charge 


them five dollars and they will 
stand for it, but when you give 
them very little, or nothing in 
some cases, you can not expect 


them to continue to pay even one 
or two dollars per year. To hold 
membership one must. have the 
interest of the members and this

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New Specialized Swiss 
Catalogue Just Issued, 
Book Of Over 400 Pages

The tentii edition of the “Spe- 
zial-Katalog ueber die Brief- 
marken der Schweiz und _ von 
Liechtenstein” has been issued in 
May of this year by Zumstein & 
Co., Berne, Switzerland, and has 
just reached me. 

Shortly after the issuance of the 
last specialized catalogue—the 
ninth edition—, Europe again was 
plunged into war, The printing 
of a new issue of the ‘Grosse 
Handbuch,” the Bible for Swiss 
specialists, last printed in 1924 and 
planned for a new issue as far 
back as 1940, has been postponed 
and possibly will not be printed 
until the end of the war. 

Since March 1939, when the 
ninth edition came off the press, 
many issues have made their ap- 
Ppearances. In some cases, new 
studies and conclusions were 
nade. To fill this gap, Zumstein’s 
therefor decided to print this now 
available tenth edition, a truly 
fine book, which has grown to 
4C. pages. Much desired infor- 
mation is contained within its 
issues, all of which added 48 pages 
of material over the previous is- 
sue, 

The prices in this new catalogue 
are of special interest. There are 
some sharp increases in the 
classics, some sobering reductions 
in later issues, particularly 
“Charities” as well as some “‘Eye- 
openers” for ‘‘speculator-invest- 
ments.’’—For the first time in its 
history, the catologue contains 
quotations for ““Specimens’”’ of the 
League of Nations and the In- 
ternational Labor Bureau. 

The catalogue is printed on 
very good paper and is bound. It 
has hundreds of illustrations, con- 
taining everything up to the 1942 
“Pro Juventute” issue, to go on 
sale December 1, next. 

All stamps of Liechtenstein are 
aiso listed. Some very interesting 
changes and prices are noted.

RANDOM NOTES ON 
POSTAL STATIONERY 


One of the recent accomplish- 
ments of The International Pos- 
tal Stationery Society was the 
publication of a list-of members 
which was distributed May lst 
by Secretary Bernard Schaeffer, 
of Oak Park, Ill., exclusively to 
the membership.. One hundred 
and nineteen members -are list- 
ed coming from 22 states, plus 
Canada, England and_ France. 
There is a listing by states and 
countries and it is rather aston. 
ishing that there are only two 


members from Canada, whereas 
six are shown from England. 
Next three is an_ alphabeti- 


cal listing which shows the so- 
ciety number of the member, his 
address, the size and nature of 
his collection, the countries col- 
lected and whether he is inter- 
ested in buying, selling or ex- 
changing. We note one woman 
collector, Miss Phoebe Booth of 
Superior, Wis. The smallest pos- 
tal stationery collection noted is 
60, Richard N. Cone of Cleveland, 
Ohio, a collection of used items 
only of certain South and Central 
American countries; and the lar- 
gest, 50,000, a collection of en- 
tires of the world belonging to 
Dr. W. I. Mitchell, Berkeley, 
Calif, The largest excusively 
United States is one of 16,000 en- 
tires belonging to D. D. Berol- 
zheimer, the well known special- 
ist of New York. R DeL. French 
of Montreal has a Canadian spec- 
ialized collection that is 90 per 
cent complete.

One of the difficulties that Pos- 
tal Stationery collectors in the 
United States face (I speak of 
foreign Postal Stationery) is the 
paucity of stocks of envelopes, 
cards and wrappers issued abroad 
between about 1910 and the pres- 
ent date. Just about the turn of 
the century Scott, Gibbons and 
Bright dropped their listings of 
postal stationery of the world, 
and ceased publication of the 
special catalogues devoted there- 
to. The old-time postal Station- 
ery collectors (many of them) 
folded up and laid their collec- 
tions away in dark bureau draw- 
e.s or dusty attics. A handful of 
collectors carried on until the re- 
naissance of foreign Postal Sta- 
tionery collecting, which began 
about five years ago in_ these 
United States, but the general sit- 
uation was one of prolonged le- 
thargy for a period of more than 
25 years. Prior to 1910 there were 
a number of active Postal Station- 
ery dealers in this country and 
they had always imported quan- 
tities of the new issues’ from 
abroad but when the period of 
inaction set in these dealers turn- 
ed to other fields and there re- 
mained only a few collectors who 
occasionally imported dozen lots 
or other small quantities of cur- 
rent emissions. Many issues were 
n.uffed entirely and had to be 
subsequently sought through 
European dealers. The situation 
was not too bad while the Euro- 
pean markets were open and there 
existed only a handful of collec- 
tors on this side of the Atlantic; 
but in recent years war condi- 
tions have shut off the European 
markets to a large extent, while 
the: number of American foreign 
Postal Stationery collectors has 
increased from a few hundreds to 
a few thousands, at least. This 
growing demand has practically 
cleaned up the market, especial- 
ly in issues between 1920-1939, 
and since the war flamed forth 
practically nothing has been im- 
ported. Whether there exist any 
sizeable European stocks to be 
distributed after the war is prob- 
lematical. The present situation is 
that prices are rising rapidly for 
most foreign Postal Siationery 
items, and particularly for those 
issued during the past 24 or 30 
years.

Philately Flourishes In 
Ohio's Penal Institution; 
Men Are War Conscious 


A letter at hand from Mr. Cel- 
araugh Scherer, now in the Pen- 
itentiary at Columbus, Ohio, gives 
evidence that stamp collecting has 
many followers behind the gray 
walls. 

Besides telling of the Philatelic 
interest of the other inmates, Mr. 
Scherer states that the men of 
the institution are quite war con- 
scious, that since December 7, 
they have done all that could 
be asked of anyone. The annual 
Christmas show netted $1200 
which was given the Red Cross; 
from their meagre earnings the 
men have purchased more than 
$2400 worth of War Bonds and 
are still buying. Nearly 500 men 
train regularly after work hours, 
under the same regulations that 
govern the army, while some 750 
men employed in the mills dur- 
ing the day work three hours 
overtime as a contribution to the 
wer effort in turning out Gov- 
ernment cloth.

5.P. A. Adopts Committee 
Recommendations To Help 
Suppress Bogus Stamps 





The following report of the 
Committee to study safeguards 
against fraud was formallly ad- 
opted by the annual convention 
of the Society of Philatelic Amer- 
icans, 

In accordance with the decis- 
ions embodied in the resolutions 
passed by the Philadelphia Con- 
vention, your committee recom- 
mends and moves the adoption 
of the following practices and in- 
terpretations: 

Every member of this Society 
who transfers ownership of an 
adhesive postage or revenue 
stamp, an envelope stamp or’a 
cover, all as usually defined, 
which stamp or cover has been 
altered, as for example by re- 
pairing, regumming, reperforat- 
ing, etc., or which stamp or 
cover is in whole or in part bo- 
gus, or counterfeit, shall before 
so doing irremovably mark such 
stamg or cover in amanner to 
indicate its true character. 

Your committee hag tested and 
has found satisfactory an ink 
suitable for use with stamp pads 
and rubber stamps, which ink is 
irremovable from paper. We rec- 
ommend that arrangements be 
made for the Sales Agent of the 
Society to purchase and keep on 
hand for sale to collectors gen- 
erally a supply of individual 
bottles of this ink since it is not 
available through retail channels. 

The Examiners for the various 
Society departments shall remove 
every such item not so marked 
and return it to the owner. 

Repeated intentional, knowing 
or wilful failures by members of 
this Society to so mark such items 
shall be considered “Conduct un- 
becoming a member” as defined 
in Article XV, Section G-3 of the 
By Laws of this Society. 

Because of the retluction in 
commercial value resulting from 
remova] of gum therefrom, mark- 
ing on the gum of a mint item 
shall be considered compliance 
with the aforesaid marking re- 
quirements. Likewise, marking a 
cover on the opposite side of the 
paper at the locality of the alt- 
ered or bogus portion shall be 
considered compliance with the 
specified marking requirements. 

Under’ circumstances’ which 
would preclude the use of irre- 
movable marking without undue 
delay, marking with pen and ink 
shall evidence intent to comply 
with the aforesaid marking re- 
quirements.

This announcement may come as a great surprise to many peo- 
ple who think that under the present conditions everything in the 
world should increase in price rather than go down in price, 

Running a newspaper or magazine has many angles to the task 
and the whole job must be handled in such a manner as to get the 
best final results in the end. In any publication the one most valudble 
asset is its subscription list which In other words means it’s circula- 
tion.

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Belgian Semipostals Show 
8 Early Scholars, A Vivid 
Reminder Of Historic Past 





By Kent B. Stiles 

Belgium, at a time when the oc- 
cupying Nazi forces seek to sup- 
press all vestiges of the land’s 
earlier culture, is utilizing postage 
stamps to remind Belgians they 
had forefathers who contributed 
importantly to the sciences. With 
a series of semipostals released 
on June 30 and valid for postage 
through Sept. 30, 1943, Belgium 
had enriched philately’s gallery by 
introducing portraits of eight six- 
teenth and seventeenth century 
scholars who won international re- 
nown in literature, botany, chem- 
istry, mathematics and _ other 
fields. The stamps, issued to aid 
the national  anti-tuberculosis 
fund, are 5-centimes plus 10c, 35c 
plus 10c, 50c plus 10c, 60c plus 10c, 
1 frane plus 25c, 1.75fr plus 50c, 
3.25fr plus 3.25fr and 5fr plus 5fr. 
The men honored, according to 
information received by way of 
Switzerland and Cuba, were Bol- 
land, Vesale, Stevin, van Helmont, 
Dodonee, Mercator, Ortelius and 


Lipse. 
Jean Bolland (1596-1665), hagi- 
ologist, was a Flemish Jesuit 


priest who was appointed to carry 
on a work begun by another Je- 
suit, Heribert Rosweyde. That is 
the ‘‘Acta Sanctorum,” a collect- 
ion of biographies and legends of 
the saints. His followers contin- 
ued their researches and writings 
across nearly three centuries and 
became known as the Bollandists. 
Their original editions were pub- 
lished from 1643 through 1910. 

Vesale was otherwise Andreas 
Vesalius (1514-1564), Flemish 
anatomist and ‘‘the modern father 
of anatomy.” As a teacher at 
Padua he studied anatomy by dis- 
section of human bodies, and his 
“On the Fabric of the Human 
Body,” published in 1543, trans- 
formed the practice of surgery. 
Predicted Decimal System 

Stevin was Simon _ Stevinus 
(1548-1620), Dutch mathematician. 
He invented a system of sluices 
which was of great importance to 
the defense of the Netherlands, 
and a carriage with sails which 
was popular on the seashore. His 
researches gave new impetus to 
the study of statics, and a pam- 
phlet he published in 1586 pre- 
dicted that the universal use of 
decimal coinage, measures and 
weights was only a question of 
time. 

Jean Baptiste van Helmont 
(1577-1644) was a Flemish chem- 
ist, physiologist and physician who 
was famous for his experiments 
with gases. ' 

Dodonee, better known as Do- 
donaeus, was Rembert Dodoens 
(1517-85), a renowned botanist. 
He was a voluminous writer re- 
garding botany and medicine, and 
beginning in 1574 was royal phy- 
sician to Maximilian II, Roman 
Emperor, and his successor, Ru- 
dolph II. Subsequently Dodoens 
was Professor of Pathological and 
Therapeutical Surgery at the Uni- 
versity of Leyden. 

Garardus Mercator (1512-94) 
was the great Flemish mathema- 
tician and geographer, whose real 
name was Gerhard Kremer. In 
1538 appeared his map (rediscov- 
ered in 1878 in New York) of the 
world in north and south hemi- 
spheres, and in 1541 and 1551 his 
celebrated terrestrial and celestial 
globes. In 1568 was published his 
first map on “Mercator’s projec- 
tion,” with the parallels and me- 
ridians at right angles. 


A Royal Geographer 

Abraham Ortelius (1627-98) 
was, next to Mercator, perhaps 
the greatest scientific geographer 
oi his age. His fame rested largely 
on his “Theatre of the World,” an 
atlas which was one of many of 
his works published in Flemish, 
Latin and Gerrnan. He was ge- 
ographer to Spain’s King Philip 
II. 

Lipse, or Joest Lips, was other- 
wise Justus Lipsius (1547-1606), a 
Flemish scholar who, while Pro- 
fessor of history at the University 
of Leyden, produced a long series 
of works, some of pure scholar- 
ship, others collections from class- 
ical authors, others of general 
interest,

Magazine of Canada, “It is re- 


gretted that we cannot give spe- 
cific figures with regard to rev- 
enue from sale of the new Canada 
stamps. It is contrary to the 
policy of the Post Office Depart- 
ment to release such information 
prior to the publication of the 
Postmaster General’s report for 
the current fiscal year. It can, 
however, be taken for granted 
that the new stamps by now have 
paid for themselves nearly six 
times over in philatelic revenue, 
including that from First Day 
covers handled in Ottawa. As to 
the volume of First Day covers 
at other points, it would be dif- 
ficult to estimate.’ 

The following from the Ottawa 
Journal of July 11th gives some 
idea of the success of the new 
issue? 

“Canada’s new stamps _ issue, 
depicting various phases of the 
war effort, paid for itself ‘three 
times over’ in the first day, Post- 
master General Mulock announc- 
ed on Thursday night. By July 
3, a day after the new issue went 
on sale, philatelists and ‘first day 
cover’ addicts had invested $25,- 
000 in the issue. The total now 
stands at $40,000. The first three 
Stamp sheets, Colonel Mulock 
disclosed, were issued to the King, 
President Roosevelt, and Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King.” 

According to the New York 
Sun, “Apparently, something mis- 
fired in connection with arrange- 
ments by the Canadian post of- 
fice for the first-day sale of the 
new war effort postal set at postal 
stations in Toronto because the 
supply of some denominations 
was quickly exhausted.”’ 

“Dominion Day, a public hol- 
iday, was the date of issue and 
stamp wickets were open only 
to 10 a. m., to take care of the 
sale of the new issue. Enthusiasts 
who made a quick trip to the 
postal stations found that the air 
mail, special delivery, air mail 
special delivery and the 10c, 20c, 
and $1 values were not available 
while the 50c stamp was sold out 
shortly before closing time, The 
result was that the public could 
not obtain sets of the new issue 
for special covers 

“Another complaint is made 
regarding the slowness with which 
first-day covers were serviced at

is as good a place as any to raise 
the question as to what will inter- 
est the members, 

My own persona! opinion is that 
there has been far too much high- 
brow specialization dumped on 
top of the members when as a 
matter of fact not one collector 
out of a hundred has the time, 
money or inclination to be an 
“Ashbrook”, a “Brookman” or a 
“Johl”. It is my belief that the 
great majority of collectors, while 
they may look at. and remark, that 
the Brookman article on 10c 1847 
stamps in the Augus¢ issue of the 
A. P. is a very fine article, if at 
the same time means little or noth- 
ing to 980, of the collectors of 
stamps for the sole reason that 
these 9807, are happy if they have 
a single copy of this 10c 1847 
stamp in their collection. 

Another example might ~ be 
made of the fact that a few years 
ago the A. P. devoted several pa- 
ges each week for a period of about 
a year, to a highly specialized ar- 
ticle on Afghanistan, I seriously 
doubt if a dozen members of the 
society ever read the article, yet 
the members money was squander- 
ed for many illustrations and for 
the printing of this article. Do not 
misunderstand me, I do not ques- 
tion but that the authors of these 
articles are doing a fine job, but 
i does not interes. the members. 
If this sort of material must be 
printed, I have long advocated that 
it should go into handbooks and 
be sold at cost of production to 
members who wish to purchase 
it. Devote the magazine either 
strictly to reports of the society 
and is branches or to matter of 
general interest to a greater num- 
ber of members. 


In support of his claims Mr. Ly- 
barger states that “the average 
collector would not hesitate to pay 
25c for each issue of the American 
Philatelist.” Frankly I do not 
think the average collector would 
pay 10c for each issue over a per- 
ior of months and the sole reason 
is that he would soon find that 
the material in the paper gave him 
very little of interest in his own 
field. 

Mr, Lybarger suggests a cam- 
paign among the branch clubs, 
offering a trophy for the one get- 
ting the most new members, Again 
I point out that if some serious 
study is made looking toward giv- 
ing collectors something for their 
membership, it will be possible to 
increase that membership. Does 
not the fact that the society has 
90 or more branches or chapters 
make one realize what a big field 
there is for.new members right in 
those branches, It is a fact that. in 
many of these societies, but a 
small percentage of the local 
members are members of the A. P. 
S. There must be a reason, Find 
that reason and you will solve the 
problem, 

My Lybarger speaks also of the 
present system of handling prox- 
ies, by which the “old guard” is 
perpetuated in the “Mis” manage- 
ment of the society. The quote is 
my own. Year after year efforts to 
change and some slight change, 
has been made in this system, but 
the gang still holds the whip hand, 
so the rank and file of the mem- 
bership has no voice in the so- 
ciety. In my estimation the one 
worst custom of the society has 
been that but a single nomination 
cy as well as some of the other of- 
fices. I firmly believe that there 
is too often made for the presiden- 
should be a contest for the offices 
of the society and I firmly believe 
that such contest would help in 
interesting the members in their 
society. 

“To one who has firmly refused 
to take any part in the political 
part of the society, it looks and 
has looked for years, as though 
the next president as well as pro- 
bably some of the other officers 
may be picked annually by the 
outgoing gang. This sort of busi- 
ness never can attract the interest 
of the society members. The way 
to get their inerest is to make 
them take an interest in the man- 
agement and acts of the society. 

My Lybarger wrote quite a long 
paper. The entire paper will pro- 
bably be published in the year 
book, but it took Mr. Lybarger a 
long time to get worked up and 





enthused on his subject. The far- 





ther he got into the subject, the 
more liberal and enthusiastic he 
became. This all leads one to 
wonder whether Mr. Lybarger 
might actually try to put over 
some of the proposals he has made 
if he is named president. If such 
would be the case, Mr. Lyberger 
would have a terrific fight on his 
hands with the old guard who 
could not stomach the liberal 
things which Mr, Lyberger pro- 
poses in the latter paragraphs of 
his paper.

One thing that Mr. Lybarger | 
now proposes was a part of the 
plan that was to be suggested at 
the meeting in Akron, that is a 
central office for the society. 

We had planned that the office 
of secretary be broadened to he- 
come a central office for the so- 
ciety, from which all business of 
the society would be transacted. 
This would include the handling 
of the business of its publication, 
it’s sales department and all such 
incidental matters. The ‘secretary 
to be a hired, paid employee an- 
swerable to the board of directors. 

The object of this would be ef- 
ficiency, service and that the pro- 
fit from the societies’ activities 
might go to the society treasury, 
with the belief that this profit 
could be spent for betterment of 
the society or that cost of mem- 
bership might be reduced. 

Mr. Lybarger’s new proposals 
skate along the same ideas but are 
probably much less liberal than 
what I had proposed. 

Mr. Lybarger sets up a budget 
for this proposed central office and 
as he figures it, there is a deficit 
of about $1650.00 between its cost 
and the present expense which it 
would eliminate.

But can not the profits of any 
branch of the organization, be 
spent for the -betterment of the 


society and thus operate without 
a profit. On the other hand, is 
the society operating for profit 
when it has stored away for pos- 
terity, a sum of almost one hun- 
dred thousand dollars.- If that 
is not profit I certainly would 
like to know what it is. i 

Taken as a whole, we heartily 
approve the majority of the pro- 
posals by Mr. Lybarger. We dis- 
pute some of them as noted a- 
bove, but fear greatly that un- 
less the rank and file of the 
membership will get into the 
fight and insist on these reforms 
that they will never be made. 
Certainly the old guard, the gang 
that inherits the society year af- 
ter year and thus becomes a part 
of the “old guard”. for life, nev- 
er will consent to the many 
things Mr. Lybargér proposes un- 
less you common members line 
up with him and fight. 

Perhaps the nomination of Mr. 
Lybarger was smart move on 
the part of the inner circle to 
eliminate him and his loose plans 
by taking him into their circle 
and making him ‘ome of us.”

MORE ABOUT AGUINALDO 


The following letter comes 
from a veteran of the Spanish 
American War who _ objects.to 
the record of Aguinaldo as printed 
in this paper August 13 and as 
clipped froi: Stamp Collectors’ 
Fortnightly. We are glad to print 
the letter as supplied by Mr. Jeen. 

Orlando, Fla. 

Sat. August 15, 1942 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News 
Sidney, Ohio 
My dear George: 

Have just received the August 
13th issue, and have reac the art- 
icle on Philippine Stamps there 
referred to as “Moor.” . 

I am a retired Master Sgt. Med. 
Dept. U. S, Army, been retired 
since January 30th 1923. I have 
made five trips to the Philippines, 
and spent altogether 16 years out 
there, but this is the first time I 
ever knew ary such stamps had 
been issued, however, I was not 
collector in those days, hence no 
comments on the stamps. 

First, Gen. MacArthur was not 
the commander-in-chief, Gen. 
Otis was with headquarters in 
Manila. 

Admiral Deweys Battle of 
Manila Bay the morning of May 
1st, 1898 sank the Spanish Fleet, 
then there was a delay for re- 
inforcements to arrive. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur under orders from Gen. 
Otis then went overland from 
Fort Malate just a short distance 
south of Manila and advanced 
from there on the city of Manila 
which also was bombarded by the 
fleet from the bay. *The Battle 
of Manila took place August 13, 
1898, you state it took Gen, Mac- 
Arthur 8 months to take Mololos, 
which I believe is about 60 miles 
north of the city of Manila, that 
is a very misleading . statement 
although, Mololos was taken 
March 31, 1899. 

It actually only took 45 days, 
as you will see, I was in the Battle 
of Mololos and know whereof I 
speak. I sailed from the Brooklyn 
Army Pier about noon February 
3, 1899 aboard the U. S. A. T. 
Sherman, and as there were no 
radios in those days, we were 
first informed of the Philippino 
Insurrection on our arrival at 
Gibralter. We arrived in Manila 
Harbor the evening of March 23, 
1899, landed the following day, 
and camped in Wallace Field near 
Lunetta that night, and the next 
day in the evening of March 25th 
we marched through Manila to 
Calucan, a small town about 5 
miles north of Manila and spent 
the night in a churchyard, with 
a stone wa around it. The next 
morning March 26th, 1899, we had 
one man wounded before we had 
breakfast, That same day we took 
another town 3 or 4 miles nort- 
west of Calucan, I have forgotten 
the name but it was somewhat 
larger than Calucan. From there 
we proceeded north towards 
Mololos, Aguinoldos Headquarters, 
which fell to uS March 31st 1899. 

Before February 4th, 1899 there 
was no special occasion for taking 
Mololos, Aguinaldos Headquarters, 
the Spanish had gone to live at 
Hongkong, China and not in Sing- 
apore as you state. He left the 
Philippines in January 1898, but 
returned before the end of May 
1898 for the purpose of’ helping 
the Americans fight the Spanish. 
Gen, Otis iad faith in him, and 
turned over a good quantity of 
arms‘ and ammunition captured 
from the Spanish, for the purpose 
of letting him go out in> the 
countrysides to establish order 
among the Philippino people and 
to capture renegade outlaw gangs 
which were plentiful, and steal- 
ing and murdering the peaceful 
natives, instead he raised an army 
of his own for the purpose of 
driving the Americans out. Most 
of our troops were volunteers, 
whose equipment was outmoded, 
it took time to bring in the men 
of the regular army with modern 
equipment aftere the Cuba and 
Porto Rico affair was over. 

Now a word about Aguinaldo, 

is definately not a Moro. I

know Aguinaldo personnally, he 
was born in 1869 near Cavite, of 
Chinese and Tagalog parentage,

Linn’s Weekly Stamp News, 
Dear Sirs: 

I was rather amused at your 
elation in finding .that Linn’s 
Stamp News had finally reached 
Ireland and that your correspon- 
dent there, an officer, censored 
his own letter to you. The fact is, 
that your magazine came over 
with the first contingent of Amer- 
icans to arrive in North Ireland 
and has been read here for six 
months now by quite a number 
of the men—my copy circulating 
among the collectors here in the 
outfit. I have a little collection 
I started since I came here, but on 
the whole we have but little 
time for our former hobbies. 

As for the officer censoring his 
his own letter, that is the common 
practice here. He may, if he 
wishes, have another officer cen- 
sor the letter but his own signa- 
ture will do. The letters are later 
recensored at the base censors of- 
fice before they leave for home. 

There are now no stamp deal- 
ers in North Ireland but a few 
packets may be bougat ir stores. 
They are poorly made up, as 25 
mixed South American, etc., but 
are quite expensive. All in all, 
Philately does not seem to be 
booming over here. 

I hope you derive a bit of plea- 
sure out of the fact that Linn’s 
has a “final” again.
